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Belleville City 
Council sets 
special meeting

A special meeting of the Belleville 
City Council has been set for 6:30 p.m. 
Monday, Aug. 12, to approve the wording 
of a public safety assessment proposal and 
the amount needed. 

The wording has to be determined by 
Aug. 13 in order to be on the Nov. 5 ballot. 

The city council is able to levy an 
assessment without having to go to the 
public for approval, so this ballot proposal 
will be advisory, and the council will 
still be able to levy the assessment if the 
proposal fails. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said that they 
have been waiting to have a full council in 
attendance before voting on the assessment 
and two council members — Tom Smith 
and Jesse Marcotte — were absent at last 
Monday’s regular meeting. 

She decided to go ahead with setting 
the special meeting to get the city 
attorney’s wording for the ballot and the 
recommendation from administration on 
the amount needed. 

Mayor Conley said all the tax money 
coming in now is spent on public safety 
and if they had a public safety assessment, 
then some of the money now spent on 
public safety could be put back into city 
services. 

Mayor Conley said the ballot question 
will be used to educate the people that this 
assessment would be for multiple years, 
although the council would have to vote on 
it annually. 

City Clerk Sherri Scharf said the “drop- 
dead deadline” for wording to be on the 
Nov. 5 ballot is Aug. 13. 

Mayor Conley pointed out that if 
the council asked voters to approve a 
public safety “millage,” the Downtown

VBT Board of Trustees hears 
criticism of Scott Jones’ condo plan

On Monday, the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees held a special 1 p.m. 
meeting before it began two days of budget 
sessions. 

Jeff Riggs addressed the board before 
it took action on the future land use map 
amendment for the Scott Jones property at 
41620 E. Huron River Dr. 

Riggs said several years ago he had 
started development of that property and 
had been friends with family that had 
owned it since the mid 1800s. He said 
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everything was signed off and he was 
ready for development, when GM filed for 
bankruptcy and he backed off. 

He said he shared his development 
information with Steve Davenport and 
Scott Jones and he looked forward to their 
development. 

“But I did not count on multiple dwellings 
with five feet between the buildings,” he 
said, adding he had planned 35 lots and 
Jones is planning 70 to 80 homes. 

Riggs said, in a published report Jones 
said he would not be looking at putting

Info meeting set 
on phosphorus 
load in lake 


The Belleville Yacht Club is hosting an 
informational public meeting to discuss 
the phosphorus levels in Ford Lake and 
Belleville Lake at 6:30 p.m., Tuesday, Aug. 
13. 

Peter Creal of the BYC said he and 
other lakeside property owners hope the 
public will attend this important meeting 
to discuss the phosphorus that encouraged 
the green algae growth on Belleville Lake 
last summer. The BYC is located at 831 E. 
Huron River Dr., Van Buren Township. 

The meeting is being put on by the 
Michigan Department of Environment, 
Great Lakes, and Energy (EGLE) — the 
former MDEQ. 

EGLE is developing a new Total 
Maximum Daily Load (TMDL) for 
phosphorus in Ford and Belleville lakes, 
which was originally written in 1996 and 
updated in 2004. 

When a lake or stream does not meet Water 
Quality Standards (WQS), a study must be 
completed to determine the amount of a 
pollutant that can be put in a water body 
from point sources and nonpoint sources 
and still meet WQS, including a margin 
of safety. A TMDL is a document that 
describes the process used to determine 
how much pollutant load a lake or stream 
can assimilate. 

The purpose of the TMDL is to analyze 
data, identify problems, and develop 
appropriate goals and reasonable assurance 
that will work toward restoring the 
designated uses to the water bodies. 

The residents of this area have been 
identified as important stakeholders in this 
watershed. 

Elevated levels of phosphorus contribute 
to excessive plant growth, including algae 
blooms, and thereby impairs the Other 
Indigenous Aquatic Life and Wildlife 
designed use for these lakes. 

At the meeting, the TMDL process and 
associated activities will be discussed with 
the public. 

Following development of a draft, a 
TMDL is noticed for public comment, such 
as the Aug. 13 meeting at the BYC. After

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Sumpter hires finance director, 
audit firm in special meeting

At a special, 15-minute meeting on Aug. 
1, the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
hired Michelle Cole, CPA, of Ann Arbor 
as its new financial 
director and Post, g 
Smythe, Lutz, and Ziel í 
of Plymouth as its new | 
auditor for this year and } 
next. 

That Plymouth CPA 
firm is replacing Post, 
Smythe, Lutz, and Ziel Michelle Cole 
of Wayne, which has been the auditor for 
decades, for those two audits only. 

Trustee Donald Swinson was absent from 
the meeting. 

The township has been advertising for a 
finance director since Scott Holtz resigned 
with one week’s notice as of April 30. 
The posting for the position, at a salary of 
$60,000, began running on May 6 and the 
township received 14 applicants. 

Cari Ford of Post, Smythe, Lutz & 
Ziel of Wayne, which oversaw the hiring 
process, said they chose only to interview 
seven of the 14. She said the applicants 
they chose not to interview were either 
asking too much money or had a business 
administration background with very little 
accounting. 

Of the seven selected for interview, one 
withdrew his application the day after 
the interview because he said he was 
“shocked” at the $60,000 salary offering, 
two accepted other positions (one shared 
that he accepted Assistant Finance Director 
for Eastpointe at $82,500), three were 


impressive professionals, but did not have 
governmental or BSA software experience, 
she said. 

Ford said, “I would expect that I would 
spend a year training and assisting them 
even though I expect they would be 
requiring more salary...” 

The last interviewee, Michelle Cole, 
was originally interviewed at the end of 
May, Ford went on to say in a memo to the 
township board. 

“In our negotiation process it was 
determined that she would not be available 
on Thursdays, so she would only be at the 
township four days a week,” Ford wrote. 
“At that time, we decided to continue to 
look for a qualified candidate who was 
available five days a week. 

“We have been unable to find a 
candidate anywhere near Michelle’s 
qualifications,’ Ford wrote. “She has 
extensive governmental, budgeting, and 
BSA software experience. She reached out 
to me last week after seeing that our ad was 
still running, to let me know that she was 
still available in any capacity to help me 
out. 

“The hiring committee is recommending 
the hiring of Michelle Cole at a starting 
salary of $65,000,” Ford wrote. “She is 
by far the best candidate for the position 
who should need minimal assistance from 
me. She seems to be a real go-getter who 
has vowed to fulfill her duties as finance 
director and is very excited to become a 
part of the township.” 

Ron Traskos of Post, Smythe, Lutz, and

She 
said at night the hospital locks the front 
door because people tended to come inside 
to drop off the wounded or dead there. Now 
everyone has to go 
through the emergency 
room, where there is 
triage. 

At Monday’s 
regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, 
City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer told about people from city hall 
sitting across the street from the demolition 
in the 500 block of Main to watch the 
building torn down on Friday. 

Building Official Rick Rutherford said 
the new storm system is in place on the 
property. He said they always had a problem 
with water on that site, but no more. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Jack Loria said they were 
looking for pictures from “back in the day” 
to put on the fence next to pictures of what’s 
coming. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said he had some 
time to kill while waiting for the Battle of 
Belleville on Friday and so he went into the 
museum and they found a picture of the old 
Ben Franklin store that used to be in that 
block. He said that could be mounted on the 
fence with a picture of what’s coming — a 
before and after grouping.

Ziel of Wayne, shared Ford’s letter with the 
board before joining in the recommendation 
to hire Cole. 

Cole’s resume shows 20 years of 
progressive municipal finance experience, 
starting with Plante Moran and moving 
on to division finance officer for the 
Genesee County Water Authority in Flint, 
2009-2012; workforce management 
consultant for KRONOS; regional territory 
manager for New World Systems, Troy; 
chief financial officer for Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority, 2016-17; and 
consultant from 2012 to the present. 

She will begin work at four days a week 
starting Aug. 12. 

Treasurer Ken Bednark voted against 
hiring Cole. He had invited Plante Moran 
in for a recent presentation on how they 
offer financial director services without 
a community having to pay benefits for a 
full-time employee. He did not comment 
on his “no” vote on Aug. 1. 

Audit firm 

For the other item on the agenda, Traskos 
recommended hiring Post, Smythe, Lutz & 
Ziel of Plymouth to perform the audits for 
fiscal years 2018-19 and 2019-20 because 
his firm -- Post, Smythe, Lutz & Ziel of 
Wayne -- could not do the audits for those 
years because it had been involved in 
helping out Sumpter’s financial office and 
couldn’t audit its own work. 

Treasurer Bednark said that Plante Moran 
withdrew from the audit bidding because 
they were just going to do finance director 
work and then found they couldn’t do that. 

Traskos said one bidder, Rehmann of Ann 
Arbor, did the audit for Sumpter about 15 
years ago when there was an issue and his 
firm had to be finance director. 

The bids submitted by Post, Smythe, 
Lutz, and Ziel of Plymouth call the firm 
PSLZ LLP of Plymouth and Bloomfield 
Hills, with no reference to the longer name. 

Traskos recommended Post, Smythe, 
Lutz, and Ziel of Plymouth, the low bidder, 
to do the work. That firm bid $14,000 for 
the first year and $14,000 for the second 
year. 

Rehmann bid $21,000 to do the first audit 
and $19,000 for the second audit. 

Traskos said the two firms -- Post 
Smyth, Lutz and Ziel of Plymouth and 
his firm Post, Smythe, Lutz, and Ziel of 
Wayne -- separated 12-13 years ago and 
“functionally we are separate. ... We have 
been two different firms.” 


Traskos went on, “There is no collusion. 
We gave them the same information as 
Rehmann,” noting 13 years ago Rehmann’s 
fee was $13,000 for the Sumpter audit. 

“They committed to deliver Sept. 30,” 
Traskos said. “It won’t be a problem and 
we can move forward.” 

Trustee Don LaPorte asked why Rehmann 
had to take over for Traskos’ firm in the 
past. 

Traskos said his office has done Sumpter’s 
audits “for eons.” 

He said his firm came in to do the audit 
preparation work because the financial 
director at that time didn’t post anything. 

“They filled in when we couldn’t do it,” 
Traskos said of Rehmann. 

Sumpter attorney Rob Young said the 
names of the two firms are identical and 
he wanted to make sure that when the two 
companies separated they had a dissolution 
of employees. 

“These are two separate companies? But 
people will say you’re hiring yourself. 
There’s no ownership crossover?” Young 
asked. 

Traskos said that Post, Smythe, Lutz, 
and Ziel are all dead. When they separated 
into two firms they kept the name because, 
“The name carries weight,” he said. He 
added that it’s the same name, but one is of 
Wayne and one is of Plymouth. 

“There is no connection in any manner 
whatsoever,” Traskos said. “Zero 
connection.” 

Trustee Tim Rush made the motion to 
hire the Plymouth firm for the two audits 
and Trustee Matthew Oddy seconded the 
motion. The vote was unanimous.

The preliminary exam on a charge of

Then, Judge Parrott announced the two 
attorneys are seeking a forensic exam to see 
if Pettway is competent to stand trial and 
competent for criminal responsibility. No 
date was set for her next court appearance. 

Pettway has been charged with felonious 
assault, interfering with a crime report, and 
reckless driving on May 26 in Sumpter 
Township.

is sent to the United States Environmental 
Protection Agency for approval. Required 
pollutant load reductions from point source 
discharges in a TMDL watershed are 
implemented through existing programs, 
such as NPDES permits. Nonpoint sources 
of pollution are reduced mainly through 
voluntary programs and the work of local 
stakeholders. Nonpoint source work in 
TMDL watersheds can be funded by grants 
such as Federal 319. The efforts to clean- 
up nonpoint sources of pollution are often 
led by local agencies (such as conservation 


districts) or watershed councils.

in boat docks and residents would use the 
docks at Sandy’s Marina next door. But, he 
said, there are no dock spaces available at 
Sandy’s. 

He said he believes in the future Jones will 
look at putting in docks at his development. 

He said he is looking out for the aesthetic 
values of property owners on the lake. He 
called for a study of boat traffic and input 
from the DEQ and police. 

“I could have developed into apartments,” 
he said. “I thought Van Buren Township 
would maintain its Master Plan and it 
shouldn’t be changing it. I know that 
property better than anyone. I walked it 
more than anyone.” 

Trustee Paul White made a motion to 
remove the item on the Jones’ development 
from the agenda for further study, since it 
was not discussed at a work/study session, 
and Trustee Reggie Miller seconded the 
motion. 

“It’s 1 p.m. and people haven’t been able 
to attend this meeting,” Trustee Miller said. 
“One p.m. on a Monday. I’m not saying 
this isn’t a great project. It probably is and I 
might be interested in one [of the condos].” 

Director of Public Services Matthew 
Best explained that there are steps when 
you change a Master Plan and the request 
was first heard on June 12 and on June 21 
the notice of intent to plan was mailed out 
and on July 10 the planning commission 
held a public hearing and approved 
recommending to the township board to 
send out the proposed map changes and 
this is the next step. 

It would require the township board 
to distribute the proposed change to 
surrounding communities to get their 
comments. 

“I withdraw my support,” Reggie Miller 
said and Trustee White’s motion died for 
lack of support. 

Trustee White said this proposal calls 
for six to seven homes per parcel and it 
shouldn’t be more than three or four. 

Clerk Leon Wright made the motion, 
seconded by Trustee Sherry Frazier to 
distribute the future land use map for the 


42-day review. 

“T was unclear,” said Trustee Frazier. “I 
agree with Mr. Riggs. We need to have a 
look at boat traffic on the lake. It’s crowded 
out there. We need input from Sandy’s 
Marina. We don’t want to give carte 
blanche approval.” 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said Jones 
hasn’t even submitted a site plan yet, so 
this is not approval. 

Director Best said the proposed map will 
be sent to 25 parties, which includes Wayne 
and Washtenaw counties and surrounding 
communities. 

“All this requires is for us to mail out 
notification for comments on this ... The 
first step in the process,” Best said. 

Miller asked if they would send notices 
to everyone around the lake and Best said 
no such notification is required. He said 
notices were sent out for surrounding 
properties for the public hearing. 

Best said for the next step they will come 
back to the planning commission for a 
public hearing and then the board will get 
“the second bite of the apple.” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd read off the 
schedule that was in everyone’s packet 
about all the steps between now and 2020. 

“I think everybody will have plenty of 
time to comment,” Treasurer Budd said. 

Trustee White said he may be interested 
in one of the condos, but right now they are 
too close together. 

“I don’t want to stand in my bedroom 
window and hear what’s going on in the 
next bedroom window ... I don’t know if 
Sandy’s needs more space and will want to 
expand.” 

He said they want VBT to be a premiere 
community and how they want VBT to 
look in the future is important. 

“The lake is congested on holidays. We 
all know that,” White said. “We need to be 
sure we’ll be doing the right thing.” 

Clerk Wright said the schedule shows 
several meetings until the final one on 
Jan. 21 and it comes back to the board 
several times, including a work/study in 
November. 

“We want to get the process started,”

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hearings,” Frazier said. “Everyone who 
lives on the lake should be notified. It will 
affect everyone. Congestion on the lake is 
my main concern.”

Development Authority would be able to 
capture 40% of that. 

An “assessment” would be for the amount 
needed and the city would get it all without the 
DDA capturing any of it. 

Also, an assessment would be on all property 
in the city, even those generally tax-free such as 
the schools and churches. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said the city’s 
intent could be to put $100,000 total assessment 
for 10 years, all for public safety. 

“The public would know what our intent is,” 
said Mayor Conley. “If the bottom drops out [of 
the economy], we could decide not to levy the 
assessment that year.” 

Planning Commissioner Mike Renaud said the 
council is asking the voters to approve this, but 
what if they don’t? 

“If they don’t support it, we know it wouldn’t 
be popular with them,” Mayor Conley said. 

“You’re setting yourself up, if they vote it 
down and you approve it,” Renaud said. 

“I would hope the people would support 
public safety,” Mayor Conley said. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the ballot 
proposal would be the best way to educate 
the public. He said the ballot issue would be 
covered by the local papers and there would be 
conversations in local coffee houses. 

Mayor Conley pointed out that absentee 
ballots now may be requested without having 
a reason and the wording would be on those 
ballots, laying on people’s tables. It would be a 
tool to get the words out, she said. 

Councilman Fielder said although the 
properties have gone up in value, the Headlee 
Amendment keeps the city from having the 
taxes it had in the past. He repeated that all of 
the city’s tax money goes to public safety. 

“This is the tightness we have,” he said. 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger said with this 
assessment the city would have to use it all for 
public safety. If the DDA captured some of it, 
as in a millage proposal, the DDA would not be 
able to use it for public safety, but would have 
to use it for development. 

The assessment of one or two mills a year was 
discussed and Chief Loranger said with two 
mills they’d be able to have a new fire truck in 
five years. 

“We need to get Steve to write the language so 
it can be certified,’ Kollmeyer said, referring to 
city attorney Steve Hitchcock. 

Kollmeyer said it is required to have a public 
hearing before levying an assessment and 
Mayor Conley said, “We’re not taking action. 
We’re just putting it on the ballot,” and there 
would be time for a public hearing before the 
council’s vote on the assessment. 

Kollmeyer said they would look into the 
equivalent of one or two mills and whether 
to have accelerated or prolonged purchase of 
public safety equipment. 

Renaud said as far as a new fire engine, the 
city doesn’t want to front-load it for the public 
to pay now for something they won’t be able to 
use later. 

“Bills on your taxes never go away,” Renaud 
said. 

“I’m replacing a 30-year-old truck and I’ve 
got a 20-year-old truck,” said Chief Loranger. 
“Fix that and we'll be good for a very long 
time.” 

Mayor Conley said with the information in 
the ballot proposal the public will know there is 
a plan tied to it.
